Part of Paper No. 4 
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Claims 1-24 are pending in this application. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-16, drawn to method for inhibiting angiogenesis. 

II. Claims 1 7, 1 9-24, drawn to method for treating or preventing diabetic retinopathy. 

III. Claim 1 8, drawn to method for treating restenosis following coronary angioplasty. 
Applicant \s further required \o elect for examination purposes a single disclosed species 

of vanadium compound, i.e. a single specific compound wherein the structural formula and all R 
substituents are defined. 

The three inventions as set forth above are distinct, each from the others, because they are 
each directed to divergent therapeutic treatment methods, which three divergent methods are 
evidence themselves of distinctness, A search and review of prior art documents for one method 
invention would not be a complete search and review of prior art documents for the other 
therapeutic method inventions. Under the present fact situation, taken in view of the complexity 
of technology involved here and the breadth of vanadium compounds encompassed, a search and 
examination of more than one invention group would place an undue burden on the Examiner if 
the restriction were not required. 

Therefore, for reasons of distinctness and undue burden, the restriction requirement is 
deemed proper.
